New York, Oct.. IC.—AIthough Mau- 


rice Ilutln, president of the Panama 
Caaul company, refused to give any 
account of his mission to this country 
on his arrival yesterday on the North 
German Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wllhelm 
der Grosse, it IB known generally that 
his visit to Washington, whither he 
proceeded by an early train, has for its 
object the sale of the Panama canal to- 
the United States. 


It Is understood that he at once will 


lay before Admiral Walker, chairman 
of the canal commission, a proposition 
Tor the transfer of the still uncomplet- 
ed waterway to Uncle Sam, though 
with that end In view he first will have- 
to induce the commission to recom- 
mend to the president the adoption of 
the Panama route as against the Nica- 
ragua. 


Whether M. Hutin's proposition is ac- 


cepted or not will depend largely on 
the linanclal terms on which he bases 
It. While the actual value of the work 
done by the ^French engineers Is esti- 
mated by competent authorities at 
about $43,000,000, it Is a well known 
fact that the Panama company has ex- 
pended more than live times that 
amount. 


This has proved the bone of conten- 


tion In tho case of other proposals 
which have been submitted looking to 
the taking over by the United States of 
the entire concern, for the Panama 
shareholders are anxtous to see their 
money 'back, while the United States 
already has refused absolutely to take 
over the property with tho proviso that 
they reimburse both the new and old 
companies for all the money that has 
been expended.

Spanish Nobleman Passes Away 


In New York City. 


A. DESCENDANT OF TEREIBLE ALYA

Kew York, Oct. 1C.-The Duke of 


Alva—Alba it is called in Spain—died 
yesterday afternoon at the Holland 
House, where he had been lying ill 
since the'yacht races, which he wit- 
nessed as one of the guests of Sir 
Thomas Lipton on board the latter's 
steam yacht Erin. 


The duke came here attended by on- 


ly a valet about a week before the first 
of the yacht races and stayed at the 
Holland House. 
When the races be- 


gan, he went on the Erin to accept an 
invitation of Sir Thomas Lipton, ami 
he remained on the yacht until the last 
race was over. 


While witnessing the yacht races the 


duke, who was a very slight and small 
man, 
weighing barely 
100 pounds, 


caught a severe cold. He was remov- 
ed to his rooms at the Holland House, 
and Dr. H. Holbrook Curtis was called 
in to attend him. 


Tho cold which the duke had caught 


developed into pneumonia, and his re- 
covery began to be problematical. The 
symptoms became so alarming yester- 
day afternoon that Dr. Curtis went out 
to arrange a consultation with Dr. Ed- 
ward <;. .lunewuy. When Dr. Curtis 
returned to the Holland House at 3 p. 
DQ., word was brought to him that the 
luke had sunk rapidly. Death occur- 
red soon after that.

Word of the duke's death was sent at 


once to Sir Thomas Upton and to oth- 
er friends of the duke who are in this 
country. Tho body was taken in charge 
by J. Aldred & Son, undertakers. Tlie 
body was not taken from the b<;tel 
early iu the morning, it being the do- 
sire of tho hotel management to let it 
remain there until most of the guests 
it the hotel had retired for the night.

tVomen In the Wage Earning World 


Are Helped by College Training-. 
An amazing amount of 
educational 


sense and wise, gracious counsel are 
crowded into an article in The Independ- 
ent on college education for girls by 
Heloise Edwiua Hersey, a graduate of 
Vassar and formerly a teacher in Smith 
college. 


The writer disposes at once of the ques- 


tion as to whether a girl should go to 
college or not by declaring that "there 
is no doubt that it is becoming an obsta- 
cle to women who must enter the wage 
earning world not to have what is called 
a liberal education." With her there is 
no room for controversy upon this point. 
The profession of teaching is slowly be- 
ing closed to all those who have not the 
requisite college degree, and Miss Hersey 
believes that other professions will follow 
suit. If a woman expects to occupy a 
position of responsibility and profit, she 
must prepare for it by going to college. 
While the highest and noblest sphere of 
woman is the home, it is very plain that 
every girl, under present conditions, must 
face the contingency of being called upon 
to earn her own living. 


Among the gains of college life Miss 


Hersey places first "the trained maid." 
She demolishes the old time notion that 
college education means merely an accu- 
mulation of knowledge. Efficiency is the 
all important thing. What a graduate 
can do is of far more importance than 
what she knows. 
When a woman has 


been out of college five years, there is 
little probability that she would be able 
to pass the examination for the freshman 
year. The most important element ac- 
quired is "the general knowledge of the 
sweep and trend of the world's history 
which the classics and the literatures of 
our own language and of other languages 
may give us." 


AmoQg other advantages enumerated 


by the writer are the executive experi- 
ence gained in the miniature life of the 
college, the great privilege of friendship 
and the noble gift of loyalty and devotion 
to the alma mater with which the college 
Imbues the student. 


Of course it follows that so keen a stu- 


dent of education does not believe in co- 
educational institutions because they in- 
terfere with the cultivation of those 
friendships which she extois in college 
life. 
If a girl selects a co-oducationiil 


college, however, she should choose one 
where the idea of womanliness dominates 
the education of women.—Chicago Kec- 
ord-Hcrald.

"There are tricks ia all trades," said 


the old circus strong man, "but the trade 
of the circus Hercules is mostly all tricks. 
Anybody with ordinary strength can do 
the feats that seem so wonderful when 
done by these tan bark Samsons. In 
fact, few of them require any particular 
muscular exertion, but are accomplished 
simply by trickery. 


"The dumbbells used by the perform- 


ers are always hollow and weigh much 
less than the figures marked upon them- 
would indicate. When you sec a man 
pretending to put above his head a bell 
marked 400 or 500 pounds, you may safe- 
ly conclude that he is trying to fool you. 
The very greatest weight ever lifted in 
this way vcas 243 pounds, 'Cyclops' ac- 
complishing the feat in Cleveland in 
3893. Genuine dumbbells closely resem- 
bling the hollow ones are thrown out 
into the audience for inspection, 
but 


these are never the ones used by the 
strong man or wotuan. 


"Another common feqt that arouses 


wonder is the breaking of stones with 
the fist. Spectators think that a man 
who can bung his clinched hand down 
upon a rock and flake, a piece off with 
one blow must have tremendous mus- 
cles, but an ordinary man can do this if 
ho knows how, while, on the other hand, 
old Samson himself couldn't have done it 
unless he had been put on to the trick. 


"You will notice that tne strong man 


always provides a solid piece of iron or 
stone upon which to crack his rocks. 
Now, if he held the stone to be smashed 
firmly against this support he might 
pound away at it until doomsday with- 
out hurting anything hut his Dbt, but 
notice closely, and you will see that he 
holds the small stone a sixteenth of an 
inch above the support, and when he hits 
it it's the concussion that breaks it. 
Any one can do it neatly after a little 
practice. 


"A little more real strength is needed 


In the feat of lifting a barrel of water 
and two men with the teeth, but not 
much. A man of ordinary strength can 
accomplish it. To .begin with, the water 
barrel, which if genuine would weigh 
with its contents about 000 pounds, has 
a false top and bottom ,and holds only 
enough water so that a little can be let 
out of the bunghole to deceive the on- 
lookers.

lesson thoroughly and would ascend tho 
teeter and balance at the word of com- 
mand, I prepared for the final test. 


"In place of the board connecting the 


chairs 1 put my own body. Across my 
chest I put the teeter board. Then, lock- 
ing my feet firmly in one chair and my 
arms around the back of the other, I 
called, 'Romeo!' 


"He came from the hall, straight for 


the teeter. Then my nerve failed me. I 
cried 'Whoa!' wildly, but Romeo didn't 
seem to know the meaning of the word. 
On he came, directly up the incline. 
There was no hacking out. 
All that I 


could do was to hang 011 desperately, and 
this I did. When Romeo got above my 


i chest, he balanced himself gracefully for 
awhile—it seemed an hour to me, though 
it was only a few seconds—then he went 
off the other side. 
I had succeeded, aud 


the trick was not so hard as I had feared. 


llovr tho "Tooling" Is Done on the 


Lvntltcr Covers. 


Strange as it may seem to the ordinary 


leader, it is nevertheless a fact that 
there kt no such thing as set or ready 
uiadu designs for decorating leather bind- 
ings and covers—that is, when the artist 
who does the Pooling on these fine bind- 
ings begins to work he has no drawn de- 
sign to go by. Each workman invents 
his own design as he proceeds with his 
task. 
Of course it sometimes happens 


that a book has to be tooled exactly like 
another book except for the title, but as 
a general thing the artist follows his own 
fancy in designing the book in one of 
several general styles of tooling, all the 
details beiug left to bis own judgment. 


"Tooling," which is the technical term 


for the really artistic art of bookbinding, 
is done in the following way: After the 
pages have beeu sewed together,, their 
edges trimmed and gilded, the pasteboard 
cover put on and the leather sides and 
back put in place, the book is given to 
the "tooler," who clamps it firmly into 
position in a vise very much like that 
used by carpenters. 
After the book is 


firmly in position, sizing is put on the 
part to be tooled, and over this sheets of 
gold leaf are spread. 
Then the artiht, 


or "tooler," takes a small type in the 
form of a flower, letter, bcroll or what- 
ever figure he wants, aud, after heating 
it to a certain temperature, he presses it 
down firmly on the gold leaf, thus actual- 
ly burning the gold into the leather. 


Behind each workman is a set of 


shelves containing all the different types 
or stamps in use. Under the place where 
each tool belongs is a print of the type 
or stamps in use. Under the place where 
eacli tool belongs is a print of the typo 
itself made on white paper, pasted up not 
only to mark the place, where each tool 
should be, but also to enable the worker 
to make a ready selection of type and to 
prevent mistakes. Necessarily there are 
u great many of these types and a largo 
range of designs, for they represent not 
only the alphabet in every style of letter, 
but also every known llower in its con- 
ventionalized form, as well as various 
sorts and sizes of scrolls and conven- 
tional designs. This makes it an easier 
matter for the artist to design the cover 
of a book while he is actually engaged at 
•work on it thnn at first seems possible. 


After the design is burned into the 


leather the paper is pasted into the 
boards, and then, in the case of the OIH-- 
half and three-fourths bindings, the book 
is finished and ready to be packed and 
whipped to its destination. 


Nowadays it is no longer good form to 


have tho edges of the pages fdlded on all 
three sides. That style is now very much 
behind the times und affects a book's 
value. Moreover, the price of a book de- 
teriorates very materially the minute its 
pages are cut. Whether this is the result 
of the germ theory of contagion or not 
it is undeniably true that the up to date 
young man would as soon think of giving 
:i book with torn and dirty pages to u 
young woman, as he would of presenting 
to her a book with the pages already cut. 
Of course this has naturally led to n 
marked change in the stylo of gilding. It 
is almost a necessity to have the top of 
the pages gilded, for unless this wen- 
done tho book would soon become soiled 
from the dusU settling on it nnd, uil'tiug 
down on the leaves, make them dirty 
and gritty to the touch. For this reason 
most of the fiuo books have only the up- 
per edges of their pages gilded. This ul- 
lo\vs the dust to settle on the top, whence 
it ran be brushed off readily und yet 
makes it possible for the pages to be cut 
by the purchaser.—Brooklyn Eagle.

tracts." An ordinance was paused in 
December, 3900, by the common coun- 
cil ol tbe city thut all printed matter 
for the city should thereafter bear the 
imprint of the union label. In conform- 
ity with tbe terms of Ibis ordinance a 
contract wan awarded to a company 
wlikli wiiH not tin; lowest bidder, but 
which had the right to use th« union la- 
bel. Kult was brought against the cily 
oflu.lals to enjoin the payment of mon- 
ey by tbe city under the contract on the 
Ki-ouml that it was Ilk'Kfll. This WHS 
the \ic\v taken by the supreme court, 
which held ((ioddart ct nl. \ersus City 
of Lowell el al.) that the ordinance of 
!he city council was invalid as being 
directly In conflict with the Statute first 
cited. The state mul the municipal end 
of (he union label agitation will both 
have to be looked after.

CUTTING DIAMONDS. 


COST OF KEEPING-CLEAN. 


The Various Stage* of a Delicate and 


Interesting FroceMM. 


"The diamond, when mined," said an 
pert, "is very often of a shape so un- 


>ven that, iu preference to cutting half 
ff nnd letting that part go to dust, as 
was formerly done, incisions are now 
made running with the grain of the dia- 
nond. 
The incision is made with tin- 


sharp edge of another diamond. 
The 


cleaving knife is then inserted and given 


sharp tap, and the stone will split as 


:he grain runs, aud thus two or more 
smaller but better shaped diamonds are 
made. 


"After the diamond is cleft it is neces- 


sary to do the rough cutting technically 
known as 'bruting.' 
This is done by 


affixing two diamonds on the ends of 
;wo boxwood sticks with a very hard 
ement. One is then rubbed against the 
other, and 'diamond cuts diamond.' They 
are held over a cutting box having two 
.ron pegs for levers and containing finely 
perforated brass pans, through which 
ihe dust falls, the chips remaining in the 
top pan. 


"The stone, having been cut to the sat- 


isfaction of the master, is taken to the 
polishing room, where a setter selects a 
suitable sized brass cup, called a 'dope,' 
fills it with a mixture of lead and tin 
and melts it in a gas ilame. 
Having 


worked the solder to its proper shape he 
places the diamond in the center, leaving 
only u very small part exposed. A mark is 
made on the solder before it becomes 
thoroughly set, and then the stone is 
passed on to the polisher. By the mark 
made on the solder the latter knows at 
once the precise run of the Kraiu and the 
i\ay in which it will polish to the best 
advantage on the mill. 


"The first operation is the making of 


the 'table' of the diamond. Tin's dbne, it 
s handed back to the setter that he may 
uke it out of the solder and reset it for 
;hc first corner, called the flat corner. 
The solder is again marked to indicate 
to the polisher the ruu of the grain of 
:his particular corner, and so the process 
s continued until the diamond is polished 
throughout. 
Every facet has a name, 


and every name denotes the grain anil 
low to polish that particular facet. The 
polisher uses a circular disk composed of 
soft, porous iron, .so that as the diamond 
is pohshi'd a\\uy in the form ol! dust it 
enters the pores of the iron, the result 
being that we have the diamond cutting 
the diamond again. 


"Without the assistance of the diamond 


dust the iron would nut make the slightest 
impression on the diamond. The polish- 
ing whiM'l or disk is propelled by steam 
po\\ci and makes 2,1)00 to 3,000 revolu- 
tions in a miuute. Before the silently re- 
voh ing disks you will sec men so intent 
upon their work that they have eyes for 
nothing else; for, notwithstanding the 
perfection of the machinery, the skill ol 
the workmen remains of primal impor- 
tance. It is with their fingers aud thumbs- 
thai they adjust the points, edges nnd 
facets of the diamond with extreme ac- 
curacy, keeping them constantly moist 
with diamond dust and olive oil. 
The 


thumbs of the workmen, being used con- 
tinually and with much force, become 
greatly enlarged. 


"The beauty of a cut or finished stone 


depends so much upon the form and posi- 
tion of the facets that a moderately tine 
stone, well cut and polished, is of far 
greater value than n large one less artis- 
tically worked. 
It sometimes happens 


that the lapidary recei\cs a stone of very 
unfortunate shape. His duty will, there- 
fore be to take all possible care to pre- 
serve its size and, hiding its faults, give 
it such a form as shall send it forth with 
the greatest weight consistent with beau- 
ty and brilliancy."—Indianapolis Journal.

an Account. 


"Did yon ever stop to think about how 


much It costs to keep a man clean, to 
keep in what tbe world would call a pre- 
sentable condition?" asked a rather fas- 
tidious gentleman yesterday, who also 
has an eye to the economical side of life. 


"It is no small thing when you como to 


think about it, and independent of the 
things a man is required to b«y during 
the year the bill will rua up to a rather 
neat sum. A man >s forced to buy many 
things whiclf are ne%er counted in the 
cost of living when he foots up the bill at 
the end of the year, nnd yet they tell in 
the aggregate when it conies to his bank 
account and his income generally. But I 
was thinking of the plain, ordinary prop- 
osition of keeping oneself clean. Take, 
for instance, the matter of laundry. The 
average cost to a single man is at least 
60 cents a week, and frequently the bill 
runs much above this figure. CJean 
clothes on this basis •will cost $20 a year. 
Then there is a fellow's barber bill, the 
cost of shaves, shampoos, hair cuts and 
shines nnd baths, and all these things 
tend to run the bill up. 


"Supposing that a man will take two 


shaves every week—and this is the aver- 
age—this would make a total of 104 
shav«^ during the year, and at the mini-' 
mum price of 10 cents lor each shove it 
would amount at tbe end of the year to 
$10.40. Baths, on an average of one each 
week and ntr a cost of 25 cents for each 
bath, would cost $13 a year. If he aver- 
ages two shines a week at the minimum 
ot 5 cents for each shine, the bill will 
amount to $5.20 for a year. One hair cut 
a month at the rate of 25 cents aud one 
shampoo at the same rate would amount 
to $6. 


"Taking these things and allowing for 


tips and things of that sort, it will be 
seen that a man will spend probably $75 
every year in keeping clean, and when 
you come to think of this amount it will 
really clothe the average fellow who 
makes no effort to keep up with the 
changes which mark the course of fash- 
ion. 
As a matter of fact, there are a 


great many meu who do not spend this 
much for clothes during the year. 
It 


may be safely estimated that the average 
man docs not spend so much in clothing 
himself. 
So on this basis the average 


man spends more in actually keeping his 
body nnd his clothes clean than he docs 
for the things whiclj. clothe his body, ami 
these things manage \o keep his bank ac- 
count down to that extent."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat. 


Explosives Made Front Suivdnst. 
A long list could be given of explosives 


and varieties of gunpowder that have 
been made fiom sawdust. In sorno the 
sawdust is used as an absorbent, ns with 
nitroglycerln; in others as a filler, while 
in still others it is converted into forms 
of pyroxiline. By heating sawdust with 
caustic alkali aud sulphur a brown dye 
is obtained, which is cheap and fast, re- 
sisting both acids and alkalies and dye- 
ing cotton without a mordant. By heat- 
ing sawdust with caustic alkali oxalic 
acid is formed. 
A large amount of the 


oxalic acid on the market is made by this 
process.—Forum. 


Daiit In the 


Inflammation of the .eyes resulting 


from dust is not n serious matter, though 
fieijuently troublesome. A simple rem- 
edy it. to bathe the eye or eyes first, for 
a short time, with hot water and then 
with thirty drops of goulard water mixed 
in halt a pint ot soft water. This bath- 
ing with both the hot water and the lo- 
tion, should be repeated many times a 
day, and after the eyes are bathed they 
bhould be kept closed, or the patient 
should sit in a dnrk room.

NAVY'S NEEDS. 


Secretary Long Talks of Matters of 


Importance. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17—Sec. Long has 


expressal tie op nion that three big 
battleships, two heavily armored cruis- 
ers of high speed and a number of gan 
boats should be added to the m>vy. 


This gives a reliable forecast of the 


naval increase program that will be laid 
before congress. 
At tliu list session a 


clause waa added to thenavul bill direct 
ing the secretary of the na^y to prepare 
plans and estimates for two big battle- 
ships and two aimored e-ruisers and sub 
mm them to congress at the beginning 
of the coming session. 


The secretary regards gunboats as es 


santial, and will probably renew the 
recommendation he made last year tLai 
12 be authored. 


Mr. Long will also recommend that 


the enlisted strength of the navy be in- 
creased to 30,000 men and that provi 
sion be made for adding line officers to 
the navy by increasing the number of 
cadets at the naval academy. 


Speaking of the estimates for the 


na'val establishment made public, Sec 
Long aaid: 


•'We cau'c have a navy un'ess we pay 


for it. The cost oi ihe ships is only the 
beginning, 
We must have men to man 


them and must buy coal for .them, 
Uoal is expensive aad it takes a lot of 
money to supply the fuel needed for the 
ship?. 


'•Then we must have yards in which 


to care for the ships and facilities, foi 
the repairing them. The greater the 
number of vessels the greater must be 
the outlay in this direction. 


"As for the appropriations asked for 


the Philippines and other islands we 
must have facilities for caring for the 
vessels at those stations." 


la the naval estimates to be sub- 


mitted to congress, the sum of 81,570,- 
200 will be asked for Boston navy yard, 
an increase over last year. 


The estimate for the new naval maga- 


zine, to be established near Boston, in- 
cluding the site, is 8500,000. 
There i;- 


a'ao an estimate of $15,000 for machine 
tools for the ordinance department, and 
one of $8000 for the magazine shell 
house at Chelsea.
